I n the aftermatli of the 
Clinton acquittal from the 
impeachment charges at the 
Senate, some people in the 
United States continue to speak 
of constitutional crises while 
others evaluate the cost of this 
entire episode to America and 
the world. 

No doubt, the entire 
Washington's establishment 
has undergone a scries of 
jolts as a restilt of the events 
set in motion by the Clinton 
scandal, leaving few major 
players untarnished. 

Outside Washington, how- 
ever, the costs of the scandal 
and subsequent impeach- 
ment have been more elu- 
sive. Indeed, the majority of 
the American people is going 
about its business ns 
if nothing had 
happened. Many 
observers see iii^ 
this a sign of the 
resilience and vigor of the 
America's political Institu* 
tions. Yet others voice con- 
cern that deepening public 
cynicism about politics, in 
Che long run, is likely to 
exact n heavy price. 

What is astonishing to 
many foreign US-watchers, 
as they see the future of the 
most powerful man in the 
world hang in the baiunce, is 
the lack of political iiphenval 
by the grass roots. Apart 
from a few peaceful rallies 
outside the Capitol and a 



handful of radio talk-show 
callers warning of revolu- 
tion, there has been virtually 
110 mention of prtotest or 
political unrest. 

One day following his 
impeachment acquittal. 
President Clinton came 
under liarsli criticism in the 
American press. Leading the 
attack was the Washington 
Post which wrote in its edito- 
rial that "Mr. Clinton still 
doesn't understand what 
happened. To the White 
House, this was mere politi- 
cal warfare — soineching to 
be won or lost — rather than 
a serious question about the 
fitness to lead of the man at 
this nation's helm." 
The Post said it 
opposed 
Clinton's 
impoaclimont. and 
opposed his removal after 
tile Huu.<ie passed die arti- 
cles. "The Senate vote to end 
this process without remov- 
ing Mr. Clinton was a correct 
one. Mr. Clinton's acquittal, 
however, is unsatisfying at a 
profound level, it's not just 
the failure of the Senate to 
pass a censure resolution 
a failure that makes this 
acquittal seem like more of a 
vindication than it ought to 
seem. It's also that we 
believe perjury and obstruc- 
tion of Justice both to be, 
where proven, presumptively 
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impeachable offenses under 
the Constitution." 

Middle East experts in 
Washington are not con- 
cerned about any change in 
the Clinton Administration'^ 
aggressive policies on the 
peace process. They believe 
that Clinton has done a 
remarkable job despite the 
scandal and the trial in main- 


taining a very active protllc 
in foreign policy. Mich.iel 
nisenstadi, a senior fellow at 
the Washington Institute for 
Near East Policy, told the 
Arab Daily that President 
Clinton will focus more on 
the Middle East because the 
impeachment scandal is no 
longer a drain on his time. 

"He was really remarkably 


active because he has to he. 
oven despite ilte trial, bin 
that i.s now over, lie may feel 
less of a need because he 
doe.sii't have to took as pres- 
idential when he w.i,s under 
fire.” 

Eisenstadt believes that 
Clinton, at least in the past, 
was nut realty interested in 
foreign policy primarily. “He 
Is involved in ioreign policy 
now bccaii.se he reallze.s ;i> 
President, given America's 
st.*iius ill Lite world, he has to 
do it. lUit I suspect tluii 
some >ti (us foreign policy 
activism espcci.iily during 
the scandal and the trial was 
t<i prove that he can be an 
oHeciivv president. I am 
wondering now that he no 
Imigei has titis tliivai lo his 
piisiiiou wheriiet he has U‘ss 
a need lo engage in loreign 
policy." lie said.

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O n the 8th of February, 1999, the day King Hussein was laid 
to rest, world leaders and VIPs thronged into Amman to pay 
their last respects, 

Amman was honoured with theii presence, yet found itself 
embracing the contradictions they represent. Friends and foes 
gathered in (he same square and sometimes under (he same roof. 

TIte colossal gathering was historically unprecedented. King 
Hussein seemed to be working for peace even after hfs death. That 
day. it was his legacy that brought the world together. Prince 
Charles came on behalf the British Royal Family, while Tony Blair 
came to represent the British government. 

Tile great gathering included the former presidents of the United 
States of America; Bush, Ford and Carter who stood side by side 
with President Bill Clinton. 

From Israel, Elzer Wbiseman was there and so was Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu along with former premiers Peres 
and Shamir. 

Syrian President Hafez Assad's presence was noted as the start of 
a new page of relations with Jordan, and described as a new start 
for Middle East peace. 

India and Pakistan were there. No contradictions apparent, just 
the world bidding a great leader farewell. 

Statistics on the number of attendants disclosed that among 
those who offered condolences in person on the day of the funer- 
al were 36 heads of state, 1 1 Crown Princes, 1 1 Prime Ministers, 6 
Foreign Ministers. 4 other ministers. 17 ambassadors and 17 digni- 
taries. Tliere were also many dignitaries who visited Amman during 
the three-day condolences period.

A lumdied 'White Sheet Bulbul' birds were 
released on Monday at the Shumnri 
Reserve and at the Azraq Wetland Re.serve 
alter the First Instance Court of Azraq decided 
yesterday to confiscate the 100 birds brought In 
to Jordan illegally by A Saudi trader who entered 
the Kingdom from Iraq on his way to Saudi 
Arabia. 

According to the Jordanian Agricultural Law 
number 20 for the year 1973 which protects 
wildlife and organises hunting, the trafficking of 
the birds is a violation.

RSF: END HARASSMENT OF PRESS, 
ALLOW AL MAJD TO RESUME 


French Reporters Sans Frontiers, an inde- 
pendent organisation for the defense of 
press freedoms worldwide, sent a fax to 
Prime Minister Fayez Ihrawneh, on Tuesday 
protesting ilte arrest of Fahed Rimawi, 
Editor of Al Majd weekly newspaper. 

His arrest came under the provision of 
the new press law ratified September I of 
last year. 

Sans Frontiers asked Tarawneh to end 
*^he legal harassment of the press and to 
allow Al Majd to resume publication.” 
According to Rimawi "the authorities 
arrested me, on charges of insulting the 
security services. What 1 said in my article 
was about what happened to me at the 
Genera! Security Department, when I was 
insulted in 1997.(Syrian) President Hafiz 
l^sad expressed his concern over this 
human right case, of which all documents 
are available at the U.S. State Department." 

Publication of Al Majd was suspended on 
^nday after charges of insulting the Royal 
"amity and Security Department. Until the 
suspension of Al Majd the government of

TYRE, Lebanon, (AFP) — An Israeli warplane staged a raid Monday 
on a Hezbollah stronghold following an attack Ijy the Shiite Moslem 
guerrilla group on the Israeli-occupied “security zone" in soudiem 
Lebanon, police said. An Israeli fighter-bomber fired a missile on a 
hill in Jabal cl-Botom, facing the western sector of the border zone, 
police said. There were no immediate reports of casualties. 

The raid came apparently in retaliation for an attack by the 
Iranian-backed Hezbollah on die border zone wliich "inflicted casu- 
alties" among Israeli ranks, a Hezbollah statement said. 

, "One of our commando forces attacked an Israeli force which was 
carrying out fortirication works on the military position of Biatt," at 
the edge of die western sector of die enclave, it said. 

A spokesman for the israeli-allied South Lebanon Army militia 
confirmed die attack but said there were no casualties. 

On Sunday, Israeli warplanes raided suspected Hezbollah posi- 
tions north of (he western sector of die border area, triggering a 
Hezbollali retaliatory attack. Hezbollah, backed by Iran and Syria, 
spearheads the guerrilla war to force Israel to withdraw from south- 
ern Lebanon, wliere the Jewish state maintains a buffer zone to pro- 
tect its northern territories. 
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RIYADH, (AFP) — A Saudi dnig addict was beheaded Mond^ after 
being convicted of murdering his wife and two children and chopping 
off Che hand ofhis three-year-old son, die intoior ministry said.

RUSSIA DENIES 

arms deal with 

IRAQ 


MOSCOW (AFP) — Russia on Monday angrily denied a British 
press report claiming that Moscow had concluded a military deal 
to reinforce Iraq's air force. 

Foreign Minister Igor Ivanov insisted that Russia strictly 
adheres to UN resolutions on Iraq and would not allow the deliv- 
ery of such weaponry to the country. 

Russian state-owned armaments giant Rosvoomzhenlye added 
dial it had concluded no deals with Iraq and called The Sunday 
Telegraph report a "provocation, ITAR-TASS reported. 

"Rosvooruzheniye works strlaly in accordance with the inter- 
national standards and obligations which the Russian government 
has taken upon itself," tIte Interfax news agency quoted a compa- 
ny oflicial as saying. 

ITAR-TASS meanwhile cited an official government statement 
calling the newspaper article "an Invention that is clearly trying to 
threw a shadow" over Russia" and reminiscent of “disinformation 
practiced during the Cold Vttor." 

A second military hardware behemoth, aircraft manufacturer 
MAPO-MIG similarly denied concluding contracts with Baghdad, 
agencies said. 

According to Telegraph, Moscow signed arms contracts in 
January worth more than 163 million dollars with Iraq. 

Acting in breach of an arms embargo ordered by the United 
Nations, Russia reportedly agreed to modernize Iraq’s aging fleet 
ofMiGJets and to rebuild Iraq's air defenses. 

Tile move would threaten allied efforts to patrol no-fly zones, 
which cover more tlian half of Iraq.

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TURKISH PM DEFENDS US STRIKES ON

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ANKARA (AFP) — Turkey's Prime Minister 
Buient Ecevit on Monday defended US and 
British air strikes on Iraqi missile sites in the 
northern no-fly zone against complaints from 
Iraq's Deputy Prime Minister Tareq Aziz. 

They came as US fighter jets taking off from 
Turkey again attacked Iraqi sites.

Tlie program, wliich was lauiiclicd in goveniiiicnt-licld territory last 
week, is largeting 900,000 children tliis ycai, 100.000 more tlian last 
year, UNICEF said in .1 scatcniciit. 

"Preparations have been compretieiisive and wc hope to cover all 
areas, including Western Upper Nile which has suffered from pru- 
foiiged insecurity and Bahr el-Ghazal, wlieie tlic humanitarian siltiu- 
tion remains fragile," the statemcni quoted UNICEF's program cuordi- 
naloT for die southern sector, Naveed Sadozai, .is saying. 

Sadozui noted, however, that Sudan |)oses the biggest logisliciil 
chtillenge for an nporacion oftliis naiiire because years of conflict liave 
crippled the country's infrastructure and dcwustaied its health care sys- 
tem.

Last week, Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu's Likud Party put together what 
was widely considered an appealing list, 
with women and candidates of Sephardic, 
or Middle Eastern, background, scoring in 
the top five. 

Sephardic voters overwhelmingly voted 
for Likud and Netanyaitu in the 1996 elec- 
tion. 

Barak is trying to win some of them over 
to Labor in the May 17 election, arguing 


that the growing unemployment and cuts 
in social services during Netanyahu's rule 
have mainly hurt Sephardic voters. 

In Monday's Labor primaries, 82 candi- 
dates ran for spots on the party list for par- 
liament. In the outgoing parliament. Labor 
had 34 out of 120 seats in parliament. 

Under Israel's system of proportional 
representation, the number of votes each 
party receives nationwide determines the 
number of seats it is awarded in parlia- 
ment. 

The party's 1 63,000 registered members 
were eligible to vote. Polls were to close at 
8 p.m. (1800 GMT), but official results were 
not expected until Tuesday evening. 

Tlie Prime Minister is elected in a sepa- 
rate, nationwide ballot. 

Barak, who has already won the party's 
nomination for prime minister, was award- 
ed the top slot on the list without having to 


compete in the primdries. Elder statesman 
Shimon Peres, a former prime minister, was 
given the second slot by common consent. 

Barak reportedly hopes to persuade 
David Levy, a prominent defector from 
Netanyahu's center-right coalition, to join 
the Labor ticket, receiving the third slot. 

Barak also intends to give the I llh place 
to Shlomo Lahiani, a little-known IocmI 
politician from Bat-Yhm, n stilnirb of Tel 
Aviv. Like Levy, Lahiani is a Scpliardlc Jew. 

However, in making room for newcom- 
ers, candidates elected Monday will have lo 
be pushed down the list, a factor which 
intensified the competition for the shrink- 
ing number of realistic slots. 

it was expected that at least some of the 
veteran party lawmakers, perliaps even for- 
mer ministers, might not be re-elected. 


ULTRA-ORTHODOX PROTEST JUST OPjENING 
SHOT IN WAR OVER STATE AND RELIGION 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (AFP) — 
Ultra-Orthodox Jewish leaders 
warned Monday that a mass 
protest over the weekend against 
court rulings deemed hostile to 
religious law was only the open- 
ing shot in a looming '^var" over 
the separation of church and 
state in Israel. 

"If after this demonstration, 
the liigh court Is not convinced to 
cease involvement in church-state 
Issues, there vnW be war," said 
Rabbi Menahem Ponish, who 
helped organize Sunday's protest 
by 250,000 ultra-religious Israelis. 

"A democratic state cannot 
ignore 300,000 to 400,000 peo- 
ple taking to the streets, if it does 
there will be a terrible situation," 
added Moshe Gafhi, a leader of 
the iiltra-Orchodox Degei 
HaTorali, overstating die turnout 


at Sunday's protest. 

The strictly OithodoN minority 
in Israel is furious over a series of 
recent court rulings challenging 
the de facto monopoly over reli- 
gious life held by the Orthodox 
rabbinate. 

The supreme court notably 
ordered that representatives of 
the liberal Reform and 
Conservative currents of Judaism 
be allowed to sit on local reli- 
gious councils , formerly Qpen 
only to Orthodox Jews. 

The court is also considering 
ruling on one of the most explo- 
sive religious issues in Israel , 
demands tliat the state recognize 
as Jews persons converted by 
Reform and Conservative rabbis. 

In another ruling, the high 
court dedded that stores run by 
collective farms could remain 


open on the Jewish sabbath and it 
ended a blanket exemption from 
military service for religious sem- 
inary students. 

Ultra-Orthodox Jews, who 
make up less than 10 percent of 
Israel's population, believe the 
Reform movement leads Jews 
away from religion and towards, 
assimilation and represents an 
existential long-term thr^tto die 
Jewish people. 

The organizers of Sunday's 
protest, which was attended by 
virtually the entire spectrum of 
Ordiodox movements and rabbis 
, including the country's two 
state-affiliated chief rabbis , insist 
that the courts must act In acco^ 
dance iMth iieligious law. 

The dispute oyer relations 
between religion and state has 
been a feature of Israeli history 


since the rounding of the nation 
50 years ago. 

To avoid outright conflict, 
issues of religion and state have 
been dealt witli thnougli a system 
of tacit "status quo" agreements 
which have given tlie Ortliodox 
rabbinical establishment its dc 
facto monopoly over religious 
life. But die rapid rise of ultia- 
Orthodox political parties, partic- 
ularly this decade when tli^ have . 
gained a-pnominent role In coali- 
tion governments, has added new 
weight to their demands for 
stricter enforcemerit of religious 
law and frightened the country's 
less observant majority. 

Some 50.000 secular Israelis 
held a counteixlemonstration 
Sunday' to demand tliat political 
leaders formally pronounce the 
sepmtion of religion and state.

COMMONWEALTH SUMMIT 
POSTPONED TILL MARCH 


MOSCOW (AP) — A summit of presidents 
of 12 former Soviet republics has been 
postponed, as work continues on a plan to 
streamline the unruly alliance, ofllcials 
said Monday. 

Deputy Prime Minister Vadim Gustov of 
Russia said the summit of the 
Commonwealth of Independent States, 
originally set for Feb. 26, was delayed ten- 
tatively until March, Russian news reports 
said.

T hree new initiatives have been announced 
by Mejhcni Krelsha. " Minister of 
Agriculture. They concern the drought 
presently experienced across the coiijitry, and 
also the reforms contained in a Strategic Review- 
now being undertaken of the agricultural sector, 
and the planned implementation of an agree- 
ment witli the government of Sudan to grow 
fodder and raise cattle for the Jordan market. 

fegarding the drought, a committee, presided 
by the Prime Minister, lias been briefed on the 
effects of the drought conditions. The Minister 
referred to a number of resolutions of the com- 
mittee, to be announced slioitly, that arise from 
the committee's recommendations, including 
flic following: a general inventory to be taken of 
all cattle, and water to be provided free of 
charge to all cattle raising farmers; the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation <ACC) to grant 
extra-budgetary loans free of Interest totaling 
JOD 12 millions; veterinary vaccines to be pro- 
vided at a cost of USS 500,000. 

Referring to the reforms contained in the 


Review, the minister said, “As part of our strate- 
gy, we are aiming to develop a new system for 
the implementation of the ministry's work. We 
have created a decentralized set of Union 
Committees in the govemotates, even though 
we faced some opposition to this, especially in 
the Jordan Wiley. Wc are establishing unions 
and specialized Quality Assemblies, following 
the existing pattern for cow raisers, sheep rais- 
ers, and for vegetable and fruit farmers. ; in 
order to implement the system, a revision of the 
twenty-six year old law for the agricultural sec- 
tor is to be undertaken.'' 

“Our main problem," the minister continued, 
"Is that while the farmer is a producer, he is not 
involved in the export ofhis produce. We should 
like him to become a partner in the productive 
process, instead of leaving it to the middleman 
to take charge." 

The Minister also referred to the agreement 
between Jordan and Sudan now under imple- 
mentation. “We have a strategic shortage in red 
meat and fodder. So we have been looking into 


the possibility of nil agricultural investnu-m in 
Sudan. This agreenicnt has now liL'en NigiK^d 
between the ministry and Sudan and laiilk-d l>y 
a Royal decree. Wc are awaiting liiniiicc lor a 
feasibility study to be made of the project. The 
aim of the project is for Sudanese land to he 
leased and developed to provide fodder for 
Jordan's farmers and enable the country, 
through a cattle raising industry there, to have «i 
full sulTlciency in red meat." 

"Last week," the minister continued. “I talked 
on the telephone with the Director ol the 
Islamic Bank in Jeddah, Saudi Arabia, regarding 
a possible grant for thi.s study. The area con- 
cerned totals 250 thousand dunums in the Al 
Makrab plain, to the north of Khartoum, with an 
estimated project cost of about USS 100 million. 
Vast lands and available water and transport are 
present - necessary for the success of interna- 
tional agricultural projects." 

It is understood that finance for the project 
will come from the private sector. A prc-invcsi- 
inent study has been completed. A committee

YEMEN STRUGGLES 
WITH LOW OIL PRICES 


SANAA |R) — Yemen, among the Arab 
world’s poorest countries, has stuck to 
arduous measures to put its economy to 
rights, but plunging oil prices and recent 
kidnaps of foreigners have kept the out- 
look bleak, analysts say. “It will be a very 
tough year.” the World Bank's resident 
representative Gianni Brizzi told 
Renters. Yemen produces about 400,000 
barrels a day of crude and oil exports 
provided some 70 percent of fiscal rev- 
enue before world oil prices dived near- 
ly a year ago. 

Central Bank Governor Ahmed Abdul- 
Rultman nl-Samawi said last year's budget 
had been prepared assuming an oil price 
ol $U( a barrel. This year's assumed a 
|vicenlS]2.“Oil prices are still depressed 
and likely tn remain .so." Brizzi said. "The 
siHHit has had a profound impact on the 
mmumy and it will be aggravated by the 
impact uf the security situation on 
tiAirisin." Western countries have tighc- 
viied warnings about travel to Yemen after 
i spate of kidnappings of foreigners. Four 
Wesl«ii tourists were killed in December 
in a shoot-out between their Moslem mil- 
iiorn captors and Yemeni troops. 


Yemen wins high marks from the 
imomaiional Monetary Fund and World 
Bank lor its adherence to a demanding 
smictural adjustment program launched 
m 1995. "Since 1995 Yemen has made 
uemendous progress on macroeconomic 
maiidgement," said Brizzi. "Previously 
there was high inflation, multiple 
exchange rates, a high budget deficit and 
foreign exchange problems. Things have 
improved dramatically, without reaching 


all the targets." Samawi said foreign 
reserves now exceeded SI billion, a cush- 
ion equivalent to more than five months 
of imports. Yemen responded to the oil 
price shock by slashing its development 
budget by one third and cutting petrol 
and other subsidies in June, which pro- 
voked price riots. 

"The authorities deserve to be com- 
meiuk-d for holding to the programmed 
fiscal stance in the first months of 1998 
despite the unexpected sharp decline in 
uil prices and the shortfall in external 
financing, as well as for holding to and 
not rescinding the June administered 
price increases despite the strong public 
reaction." an IMF report said. Brizzi .said 
much mure needed to be done in finan- 
cial and fiscal refunn. Poor puhik aclmin- 
isiration, corruption and a deficient judi- 
cial system were dererring private invest- 
ment. "Our expectation was that private 
sector investment would come in once 
the macroeconomic situation was con- 
trolled. This has not happened last year 
or this year." he said. "If investors can't 
calculate the cost of doing business in 
Yemen, they won't come," Brizzi added. 
Government hopes of luring investors are 
pinned on Aden, where a new container 
port is due to open next mouth. A senior 
ruropean diplomat said this was the only 
poicntiiil bright spot lie could see for the 
Yemeni economy. 

“Tlie hope is that this will focus atten- 
tion on Aden as a major international port 
and that the industrial area and free zone 
will rake off with large-scale investment," 
he said. 


Economic growth at around five percent a 
year has not kept pace with Yemen's explod- 
ing population growth of about 3.5 percent 
annually, one of the highest in the world. 
The population, estimated at uny-where 
between 16 million and 20 million, is set to 
double in the next 20 years or so . I'er capita 
income has declined to nn more than S280 
a year, against an average of SSfin for suh- 
Saharan Africa. 

“The middle class is dying," said Marta 
Colburn, resident ilireciur uf the American 
Institute for Yemeni Studies. "In 1984 a 
teacher's salary was worth ahoiil SI.0UU. 
Now it is less rhan S 100. The private sector 
oi'porluiiilies are jusr not there." 

Habib Haimnam. represomativ-e of ihe 
U.N. Children's l-'und, said the economic 
reform program had imposed seveie hard- 
ships, with 30 peivcni ol Yemenis imw living 
below the poverty line compared to 20 per- 
cent previously. "1 am expecting hu increase 
in malnutrition and child and mnienial mor- 
tality." he said. "Child mortality Ls already 
high at 1 10 deaths per 1.000 live births, or 
200 child deaths a day." Hammnin said 
Yemen had pleased the iiUemaliim.il coin- 
immity witli its commitment to eLiniomic 
reform .ind its develo))ing demncr.icy. but 
was expel ieiicing teething pains. " I liey .ire 
putting ill place .ill the right huiUling blocks 
in a serious way and they deserve all the 
help they can got to really he pm on their 
feet," he said. "It is extremely important for 
the government to counter .lusteriiy with 
visible social services sncli .is water, hcalili 
and education," he said.

RUSSIAN BANKS 
TO CONSOLIDATE 

NEW YORK — Mergers and consolidations might eventually help 
the devastated Russian banking system, but the siiuation'is so 
precarious that things might get worse before they get better, 
Moody's Investoi's Service said on Monday. 

“Hie government's announced restructuring program is still in 
a very early stage of implementation and will require immense 
resources," Moody’s Senior Vice President, Larry Pellecchio, said. 

''Last year’s breakdown of the Russian fiiiancial markets will set 
back the development of Russia's banking sectors for several 
years,'' said Pellecchio, author of the rating agency's annual 
report on the Russian banking system. “If anything, the sector 
appears ready to go backwards and grow even less competitive 
and efficient in the aftermath of the crisis." Tlie report says that 
the financial strength and credit ratings of Russian bank^ are “at 
the lowest levels possible" and that most large banks are insol- 
vent dr iieariy so. But the crisis might spur meigers, causing 
stronger banks to buy weaker banks. That could boost credit and 
financial strength, the analyst said. “Nearly all the banks lack cap- 
ital. so it isn’t clear how widespread this movement could be." he 
said. 

“Certainly, banks with stronger parents like Gazprombank, the 
Moscow city controlled Bank of Moscow, and the state-controlled 
Vneshtorgbank could be in a position to participate in a consoli- 
dation of the sector," Pellecchio said. If talks now underway 
between creditors and some of the larger banks go well, ineigei-s 
would become less likely, Pellecchio said. But if they do not, the 
larger Russian banks might try to salvage assets by merging, sell- 
ing, or transferring assets, he'sald — (Agence France Presse)

aroused or fretted about 


their performance. The new 
report isolates the impact of 
factors such as age, diet and 
lifestyle. 

The researchers found tliat 
se.xual health is intimately 
tied to the rest of our mental 
and physical wcli-beiiig. "The 
same cholesterol and stress 
that we worry about for 
heart disease also cause sex- 
ual dysfuncrion” because 
they affect circulation, says 
Michael Perelman, a New 
York psychologist and sex 
therapist. Cupid does play 
favorites, thougli. Married 
people tare better than sin- 
gles. In most categories, 
women had fewer problems 
as they got older; men often 
had more. Younger -women 
tend to be in shorter rela- 
tionships and be under more 
stres.s, boili of wlilch con- 
iribiite to problems in bed. 
As they get older, they're 
quicker to tell partners what 
feels good and wiiat doesn't, 
nducntcil or more atfluent 
women, says Laumann, have 
less .strciss and better health 
care, and so fewer sexual 
woes. In aging men, circula- 


tory problems can lead to 
impotence 


These trends reflect 


different natures of male and 
female dysfunction. For 
many women, fixing the 
problem means fixing tlie 
relarionship, '’establishing 
proper conditions for good 
.sexuality." says Dr. Richard 
Kogan, a New York psychia- 
trist and sex therapist. Male 
dysfunction "is better stud- 
ied front a physiological 
standpoint." 

Most, significant, sexual 
dysfuncrion coincides with 
deeper malaise. The data 
don't say whether bad sex 
causes the blues, or vice 
versa. But correcting for 
other factors, women who 
had trouble becoming 
aroused were five times as 
likely to be unhappy with 
their lives as those with no 
sexual problems. Men with 
erectile problems were more 
than four times as likely to 
be blue. 

The Viagra bourn /has 
brought many of these men 
into treatment. Doctors hope 
the study will bring in mure, 
botli men and women. "A lot

meiinlinie, TICK lins sequenced 
the geiiuines of I i microorgaii- 
i.sjiis. including hnclerin that 
cause syphilis, ulceis and Lyme 
disensc. “The i|ucstiiiii that 
came out oi tins," says TIGK 
president Claire l-'r.iscr, "is. .iie 
all these genes esseiuinl?" Or 
.ire some die biological equiva- 
lent of magazine blow-in cards, 
superfluous bits that can be 
pulled out without crippling 
the main product? 

To an.swer how many genes 
are enoiigli for the most 
stripped-down form of life, 
Fraser and her team set to work 
on a parasite called 
Mycoplasma geiiiraliuin. With 
470 genes, it has the smallest 
genome known (humans have 
an e.stimated 80,000 genes). 
The TIGR scientists started 
knocking out mycoplasma's 
genes; the researcliers slipped, 
into the parasite, hits of DNA 
that act like a toddler sneaking 
onto your word processor. *rhe 
rogue DNA messes up a gene so 
badly - inserting “gaga" into 
"ta-ta” to produce the Incom-- 
prchensible "tagagata," for 
instance - that the gene, like 
the document after the tot gets 
a linid of it, is destroyed. Tlien 
the scientists observed whicli 
knockouts Mycoplasma sur- 
vived. Under ideal lab condi- 
tions, in which Mycoplasma is 
kept warm and well fed, TIGR 
discovered that about 170 of 
the bug's genes are superflu- 
ous. Knock ’em out, and the lit- 
tle guy lives on. 

But just because the bug can 
survive without one gene does- 
n't mean it can live without all 
170. To discover a truly “minj- 
mal gene set" for life, .the

They got in toucli with 
Bioethicist Arthur Caplan of the 
University of Poiinsylvania. 
Caplan assembled 20 theolo- 
gians, philosopliers, lawyers 
and ethicisis to "get out in 
front of the science." Tliey 
expect to issue their verdict in a 
few months. “We are trying to 
answer whether creating life in 
a test cube would violate reli- 
gious prohibitions. and 
wliether it could be misused." 

. Caplan says. There will likely be 
many minimal genomes • sets 
of genes that produce life - so 
it’s not as if TIGR will uncover 
the formula of life. But it will 
probably find one formula that 
works. "I think what they dis- 
cover will be a threat to the 
view that there is some magic, 
secret, outside force creating 
this tiling called life." Caplan 
says. One day a TIGR scientist 
will drop gene number 297 into 
a test tube, then number- 298, 
then 299... and presto; what 
was not alive a moment ago 
will be alive now. Tlie creature 
will be as simple as tife can be. 
But it will , still be life. And 
humans \viil have made it, in ah 
ordlnaiy; glass, tube, from ofT- 
.the-shelf' chemicals. There vrill 
bie no- going btick.

From tlie liine iny iwo sons 
were reen-.igers, I talked openly 
VL'illi them tiboui drugs. It was a 
daunting position to be in as a 
parent, but I told them what I 
knew from experience, i didn't 
blacklist every drug, Init 
described as objectively as 1 
could their effects and conse- 
quences. i think we siiarcd more 
than most parents and children 
on the subject. My son Oscar 
suffered from addiaion - given 
his genetic or psychological 
makeup, given the world around 
him, it was perhaps inevitable 
that lie would come to abuse 
drugs. Countless people suffer 
fhani addiction - many get treat- 
ment and learn ways to manage 
it; they cope with the pain and 
uncertainty that is pan of life, 
and they live. Oscar experiment- 
ed with drugs and alcohol 
throughout his adolescence. In 
retrospect they clearly inter- 
fered with his ability to develop 
and to function. Heroin brought 
his dysfunction into high relief - 
he became aware of the drug 
taking over and asked fur help. 
That was a beginning in his 
recovery. Oscar entered treat- 
ment last January. He worked 
hard in. various programs, but 
the process -wasn't linear or fast 
- two steps forward, one Step 
back.

Granted, confidentiality is 
hot absolute for adults, 
either. But because adults 
can authorize their own care, 
and because they pay for it 
or have Insurance that does, 
they have more rights to con- 
ndentlailty. at least in theory, 
than do teens. 

I In Wisconsin, teens can't 
get care except for evalua- 
tion of drug overdoses or in 
iife-threatening emergencies 
— without prior written con- 
sent from a parent or 
guardian. 

In other states, a parent or 
guardian must authorize 
tton-emerpency care, though 
teens can oAen be tested 
and sometimes treated for 
sexually transmitted diseases 
and for pregnancy diagnosis 
and contraception without 
parents knowing, 

The degree of confidential- 
ity a teen-ager has also 
depends on whether he or 
she is legally “emancipated" 
or "mature," notes Richard 
Bourne, associate general 
counsel for Children's 
Hospital in Boston.

The 
luunan race would breatlt its 
last under a blizzard of min- 
utes, memos and iinread Post- 
it notes, while the staple guns 
clacked and the water coolers 
rumbled. Tire epitaph to our 
world would read; Message 
Pending. 

" There was a very real con- 
cern several ycais ago,” says 
Charles Oppenlicim, professur 
of Information Science at 
Lougitborough ' University. 
"There were dire predictions 
that we were all set to drown 
in a deluge of data." 

In 1996 Reuters published a 
report based on interviews 
with more than 1,000 insur- 
ance managers. Called "Dying 
for Information?" it used terms 
like "inronnation junkie” and 
"data-holic" in what, at the 
time, seemed like a cheap bid 
to make insurance sound sexy. 
But to everyone's surprise, it 
generated a huge response. 
Some 46 per cent of managers 
considered Utemselves victims 
of information overload, By 
1997, that figure had risen to 
65 per cent. 

Last year's report showed a 
dip In numbers, but have work- 
ers really foupd new ways of 
coping? Or are they just reluc- 
tant to admit to overload in a 
climate which threatens job 
losses for those not seen to be 
"keeping up?" 

“I am approaching satura- 
tion point," admits Emmott 
wlio receives 150 e-mails a.day. 
"There are moments of fear, of 
‘Good griefi how am I going to 
deal with all this?" 

“I feel utterly overioaded," ' 
says Steve Bowbrick, manager 
of Funmall, his oyvn Internet 
company. "E-rnail aeft like'eon- 


tinuous piinctuacion in our 
working practices. You tend to 
jump ill and out uTit like a con- 
versation and it is incredibly 
damaging to producilviiy." 
Human resources managers 
arc ciiiTcntly dreading the 
informatinii hliz/ard set lo 
sweep in with the new naiiim- 
nl miniiiiiim w.tge regulations. 

"The wastage will he mon- 
serous." says Martin Di-ook, 
senior Imman resources advi- 
sor at Tire Body Shop. All 
employers are required to send 
sinlTn montlily 260-wurd state- 
ment. reminding them of rheir 
rights, “it is madness titat exec- 
utives on £100,000 are going 
to be sent n memo every 
month telling them the mini- 
mum wage is £33.60. Human 
resources departments are 
going to be swamped. Wliy 
can’t we just pur posters up7' 
We asked three people to keep 
diaries recording their intake 
ofinformation. On a single day 
they amassed 100 e-mails, 30 
faxes and 279 newspaper 
pages. 

"You have to be brutal," says 
Peter Mill, business director of 
the Edinburgh-based Leith 
Advertising Agency. Of the 21 
e-mails he recorded in his diary 
-’a light day' - 14 were usefol. 
He discarded nine immediate- 
ly, replied fo five and kept back 
a Rirther five to attend to later. 
"At First the information boom 
seemed daunting. But you 
have to learn to cope.” 

Twenty years ago senior 
managers such as Mill might 
have been screened from 
unimportant memos by their 
junlois. Now, however, since 
most managing directors have 
e-mail on rtielr desktops, voice 
mail on their phones, business 
briefings on their computer 
screens and pagen on their 
belts - each with its . corre- 
sponding mpuhtain of bills, 
. Invoices and' service. Agree- 


ments - they are ns open to 
overload as anyone. The prior- 
itization process lias been cor- 
rupted. 

"When you get letters at 
work, you put tlicin into piles 
according to liow urgent they 
are," says Cury Cooper, n pro- 
lessor in organizational psy- 
chology at UMIST, titc 

University of Manchester 
Institute of Science and 
Tecimology. "You can't do that 
wiili e-mail. Because there is a 
reply button right iliore, lire 
tendency is to reply straight 
away. This means yuii .iie not 
prioritizing at wc»rk." 

TiriiK arc trying to heat this 
by issuing strict guicielines.

Computer technology's 
great promise - to deliver a 
paperless ofTice - has back- 
fired. however, thanks to a sus- 
picion among users that their 
e-mail messages are less likely 
to be delivered than when 
sent, in tangible form, via 
Royal Mail. (Tills is hugely iron- 
ic since e-mail, tlte most indeli- 
ble form of communication, 
will live on to incriminate a 
user long after Iiis paper trail 
has crumbled into dust. In the 
post-apocalypse there will be 
that embarrassing e-mail Mark 
in advertising sent to Betty in 
accounts, lying low on a back- 
up system, waiting to be. dis- 
covered). 

Because of this, administra- 
tors often send messages In 
triplicate, as e-mall, fax and let- 
ter. Then they phone to con- 
firm receipt* "Ute sender must

and. by taking a view favored In 
the military: only on a rieid-to- 
know basis."

"1 have 
just received an e-mail lirom 
someone sitting three feet 
away from me," he laugits.

30 e-mails before lunch ai^ 
digested three online news 
reports.

You gel 
much more work done, but 
you feel weirdly out of the 
loop. I definitely think I am 
addicted to information. We're 
swamped, aren't we?” 

Stephen Emmott Is only just 
keeping his head above water. 
While working in a single 
■ medium, he can cope. But 
combine electronic, audio, and 
print information and he's in 
overload. He gulps. "If .1 had a 
mobile phone.

ARETHA'S LATE BILLS, 
LAWSUITS DETAILED 



DETROIT (DPI) — An investigation of court records has dug up 
more chan 30 reasons why soul artist Aretha Franklin doesn't 
always get. the "r-e-s-p-e-c-c" she sang for in the popular hit 
"Respect.” 

The Detroit Free Press report today lists 31 lawsuits filed since 
1988 against the Queen of Soul for unpaid biils to dentists, 
accountants, plumbers, caterers, florists and otiiers. 

In addition, federal and state tax officials have slapped more 
than $1.25 million in liens against her upscale, suburban Detroit 
homes and other property because she failed to pay taxes. 

In most cases Franklin settled the lawsuits before they reached 
trial. She’s also paid most of her back taxes. 

But creditors expressed frustration that the millionaire singer 
routinely ignores pleas for payments or writes bad checks, even 
after they give her discounts or other perks out of admiration for 
her work. 

A Detroit-area Judge who once represented the 56-year-old 
superstar says her financial shortcomings may be linked to per- 
sonal problems over the years, including a failed first marriage and 
the deaths of her father and brother who helped manage her 
affairs. 

judge Harvey Tennen says Franklin is overwhelmed by financial 
responsibilities and, because she finds it hard to trust others, 
doesn’t seek help until she's in deep trouble. 

But Bob Beutel, who sued Inst year after his limousine service 
was stiffed for $3,562, says despite Franklin's stardom "she should 
have to pay her bills like everyone else.”

WINNIE MANDELA SET FOR 
MAJOR POLITICAL COMEBACK 


W innie Madikizeia 

Mandela looked 
likely to make a 
comeback as a major player in 
South African politics yester- 
day (Monday) when the 
African National Congress 
announced that she was 
ranked 10 th in the list of pre- 
ferred candidates For the 
forchcoining general election. 

Opposition politicians 
reacted with shock to the 
announcement, which sug- 
gested that the ex-wife of the 
outgoing president, Nelson 
Mandela, was in line to get a 
ministerial post in Thabo 
Mbeki's first cabinet. 

The decision to place Mrs 
Mandela in the top 10 of can- 
didates for the elections on 
May 18-27 was made despite 
the fact that she has been 
denounced by the Ttuth and 
Reconciliation Commission, 
led ,by Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu, for her knowledge of 
and possible participation in 
killings and torture during 
•the apartheid regime. 

The leader of the liberal 
Democratic Party, Tony Leon, 
described the move as an 
insult to the nation. "If 
Winnie Mandela were to get 
high office, It would finally 


convince the world that we 
are not 'to be taken seriously 
and that we are becoming a 
third-rate African country," he 
said. 

But Kgalema Motlanthe, 
secretary-general of the ANC,

said: “This is a reflection of 
how ANC members feel 
(about Mrs Mandela). It is an 
expression of confidence." Mr 
Motlanthe dismissed the 
scandal surrounding Mrs 
Mandela as "something that 
happened within the context 
of constant harassment by 
the old regime". 

But he added that her high 
placing was no guarantee of a 
seat in the 27-member cabi- 
net. 

Mrs Mandela, aged 64, was 
fired From her post as deputy 
minister of arts, culture, sci- 
ence and technology in 1995 
after going on a trip to north 
Africa without informing her 
husband, as president. 

In its recent report on 
human rights abuses in the 
latter stages of the apartheid 
era, the commission found 
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Mrs Mandela was "central" to 
the creation of tlie so-called 
Mandela United Football Club 
- a group oF young thugs who 
carried out killings, torture, 
assaults and arson in the com- 
munity. 

It said that those who were 
in dispute with Mrs Mandela 
or the Mandela United 
Football Club were "branded 
as informers, and killed". 

The commission ruled that 
Mrs Mandela was account- 
able, ‘‘politically and morally, 
for the gross violations of 
human rights committed by 
the Mandela United Football 
Club" and that she herself 
committed such violations. 

The move to rehabilitate 
Mrs Mandela reflects -Mr 
Mbeki's determination to 
keep potentially troublesome 
politicians on his side. He has 
gone to considerable lengths 
to woo Chief Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi, reportedly offering 
the controversial leader of 
Inkatlia the post ■ of deputy 
president in his new adminis- 
tration.

A drawing of a iiorsc doe.s not allow positive 
klciuilicaiion ih>it die horse was an Arabi.-ui. Hie mention of 
liorses in an ancient ruy.il letter does not necessitate that the 
horses in question were Ar.ibians. Noiieilieless, tlie current 
aichaeological evidence suggests the domestication of die . 
Arabian horse in Sliam by ,it least the 24tli ceiKury BCE. 

Al-Dumyati's I3rli century FadI Al*Kliayl provides an interest- 
ing synthesis of the Hadidi literature concerning the origin of 
tlie Arabian horse. Referencing the earlier writings of Al 
Tha'labi, Al-Dumyati reports chat 'Ali bin Abi Talib narraTcd chat 
the Prophet Muhammad (pbiih) stated that Allah gathered 
together a handful of the suiitli wind, and from it created the 
Arabian horse. The Arabian horse was tlien commanded as fol- 
lows. "I create thee, Arabian. To thy forelock I bind good; on 
thy back I set rich spoils, I made thy owner fond of you, and 
made thee fly without wings. You will serve for chasing and for 
fleeing. The men riding you will glorify Me, praise Me, and say, 
'There is no god but Allah'; and you will repeat afler diem." A 
similar Hadith was also recorded by Al-Hakim, based upon a na^ 
ration from 'Abdullah ibn Abbas. 

Drawing again from Al-Dumyaci, a second Hadith, also based 
upon a narration from 'Abdullah ibn Abbas, states that the 
Arabian horse was initially a feral animal, wild and untamed. It 
was only afVer the building of the Kaaba by Abraham and 
ishmael (pbut) tliat the Arabian horse first became domesticat- 
ed. As a reward for his participation in the erection of the 
Kaaba, Ishmael was told to call out for a treasure that Allah had 
prepared for him from the beginning. Ishmael was told the 
words to speak In his call. "There was no horse from all the 
upper surfaces of Arabia that did not answer to the words of 
Ishmael; and they ran towards him and put their manes beneath 
his hand and yielded themselves to his will. So ride horses for 
they are blessed: they are your father's (Ishmael's) heritage.” 
While the Hadith literature does not state exactly where .and 
when tlie Arabian horse was created, th 6 re are several coridu- 
..slons that can be drawn from the Hadith literature. First, such 
literature consistently credits Ishmael with being the first per^ 
sqn to domesticate and ride the Arabian horse. Second, the 
domestication of the Arabian horse would have taken place in 
the vicinity of Makka, and after the erection of the KRaba. 

- Third, while chronological dating of Ishtnael is a hazardous 
. enterprise, at best, various scholars have Offered dotes ranging 
fho'ni 2,000 to; 3,000 BCE. These ehrller estimates are quite con- 
' sistent with the archaeological evidenn suggesting the ddihes- ' 
Hcatlon of the Arabian horse in Sham by 2.400 BCE. ' ; -iv "
